1 . Acknowledgment is made of Amendment made 21 October 2008. Claims 2 and 9 
are cancelled and claims 1 , 5, 8, 10 and 1 1 are currently amended.

2. Claims 1 , 3-8 and 1 0-1 7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the number 
of laser sources calculated at step f) is fractional and the quantity of energy less than 
one quantum, associated with this fractional part of the number of lasers, is provided by 
a laser source and is triggered with a delay, of less than the duration of a quantum (re 
claim 8), relative to the instant of synchronous triggering of the other laser sources that 
deliver the integer part of the number of quanta of the same current pulse (re claim 1 ).
